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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: It is noted that a new listing of the claims has been 
provided. However, the claims have not been amended. The current listing of the claims has been entered. Applicants argue that the data 
provided in Table 16 at page 68 of the specification shows that there was an increase in fatty acid content in the transformed Col-2 line 
relative to the non-transformed Col-2 wild type control, and that the C-24 line was a second control showing that high oil production was 
possible. Applicants have submitted O'Neill et al as further evidence that C-24 is a high producing oil line compared with Col-2. The 
Examiner maintains that the claims are drawn to a method of increasing fatty acid levels in a transgenic plant relative to an untransformed 
wild type variety of the plant, and that the untransformed C-24 line represents an untransformed wild type variety, and the O'Neill et al 
reference lists other untransformed wild type varieties that have high percentage of oil. Furthermore, a comparison of the Col-2 
transformed seeds relative to the Col-2 nontransformed seeds does not disclose that there is a statistically significant increase in fatty acids 
in the seeds of the transformed plants. The rejection of the claims under 35 USC 112-1^ paragraph is maintained. 
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
